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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Eybergen. Eybergen discloses the claimed invention, including the holder 30 which 
is fixed in position once the valve is completely assembled and is in operation. 
However, Eybergen does not disclose the limitation of the flow rate not exceeding 1.4 
times the flow rate corresponding to a tonnage set as a capacity which can pass a 
maximum flow rate. The setting of the maximum flow rate is considered to be an 

obvious matter of design choice, because one of ordinary skill in the expansion valve art 1 
would have expected Applicant's invention to perform equally well with Eybergen, 
because Eybergen discloses all of the other claimed structural limitations. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed February 14, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The holder 30 of Eybergen clearly is fixed in position once the 
valve is fully assembled and is operational. The holder is adjustable to adjust a preload 
of the spring, but the valve has to be disassembled to do this. Once the valve is 
completely assembled, the holder does not move.
